TALKING  OF  TEXTILES 

This  annual  series  of  Tuesday  afternoon  lectures  is 
arranged  to  make  known  the  content  of  the  Textile 
Collection  in  The  Royal  Ontario  Museum.  The  talks  will 
be  given  in  the  galleries  and  the  Textile  Study  Room  so 
that  actual  materials  may  be  more  closely  examined.  After 
an  informal  discussion  anyone  wishing  to  sketch  or  to 
study  the  material  in  greater  detail  may  stay  for  the 
afternoon. 

The  course  will  be  made  up  of  two  parts.  Part  I will 
deal  with  the  history  of  European  Textiles  from  the 
15th  to  the  18th  Centuries.  Part  II  will  show  that 
although  people  of  many  lands  used  the  same  weaving 
techniques,  the  same  design  motifs,  and  made  and  wore 
the  same  type  of  clothing,  they  created  and  interpreted 
them  in  many  different  ways.  Such  study  may  prove 
alluring  and  suggest  fashionable  adaptations  for  today.

ADVENTURES  IN  ARCHAEOLOGY 

The  earth  is  constantly  yielding  up  the  secrets  of  the 
past.  Many  of  the  human  secrets  are  made  known 
through  the  science  of  archaeology.  Within  recent  years 
members  of  the  Museum  staff  have  taken  part  in  archaeo- 
logical excavation  and  in  tliese  lectures  they  will  ejqxlain 
some  of  the  methods  of  finding  a site,  of  actual  dig^g, 
and  of  dating  the  material  thus  found.  The  comprehen- 
sion and  interpretation  of  these  findings  has  now  been 
greatly  increased  by  the  use  of  modern  scientific 
techniques,  such  as  pollen  analysis,  dendrochronolow, 
carbon  14,  and  aerial  photography.  As  the  frontier  of  rais 
science  of  archaeology  expands,  we  can  draw  ever  closer 
to  the  people  whose  artifacts  we  find.  Artifacts  on  display 
in  the  Museum  galleries  will  be  used  in  other  lectures 
to  interpret  the  life  of  the  people  who  made  them.  To 
understand  the  people  of  the  past  is  to  understand  not 
only  oxirselves,  but  other  peoples  of  the  present. 

Because  museum  material  will  be  used  to  illustrate 
these  lectures,  registration  vrill  be  limited.

ART  IN  JAPAN 

The  dramatic  story  of  the  development  of  art  in 
Japan  will  be  outlined  in  this  series  of  lectures.  The 
course  will  lead  to  a heightened  appreciation  of  tliis 
country’s  art.  Lectures  will  emphasize  that  the  Japanese 
early  developed  a distinctive  art  traditionj  will  illustrate 
that  Japan  was  influenced  by  her  great  neighbour  China 
and  that  Buddhism  affected  the  making  of  gardens  and 
temples;  and  will  tell  in  turn  of  how  during  the  last 
one  hundred  years  Japan  has  influenced  Western  art.
